*F COURSE, every dlutrietattorney ha*, orahould have, 
pretty good information as to roch talesman's actual 
capabilities a* a juror and something of a record a* to how 
he ha* acted under fire. If hei«a member of the 
panel, it la easy to And out whether he has ever acquitted 
or convicted in any other muse etUbrr. and if he ho* ac¬ 
quitted any plainly-guilty defendant in the past it i* not 
likely that hi* services will be required. If. however, he 
has convicted in *uch a case the district attorney may try 
to lure the other side into accepting him by making it 
app-ar that he himself is doubtful as to the juror's 
ability. Sometimes persons accused of crime thrmwlvr*. 
and actually under indictment, find their way on to the 
panel*, and more than one ex-convict has appeared there in 
some inexplicable fashion.

\IVE years ago a young man. trained in 
u country general store, took Imld of a 
tiny bookshop in a city of several hun¬ 
dred thourand people Imbed It was hardly 
a bookshop, hut rather u rirrulatlng library operating in 
■ hol-ln-thi-wall. srsreely known In ’ 
hood, much lew* to the b.-ik tradr. 

To-day that shop Is a Mall bookstore that dominate 
the Insuivew in lu city, und has n reputation among pub- 
Irihern, Jobbers and book-rak*men all over the country. 
The young man has built it up from nothing, partly 
through management anil mU-manship. partly through 
audacity, but chlelly through the ways in which be has 
bought stock. 

Hi'tall bookselling Is assumed to be one of th* decayed 
trad**, do ask the rahoUriy bookseller of the old school 
Whether his son Is to eontlnue the business, and th* reply 
Is. probably, " Not if he can get a job running a trolley 
carl" The budding poet finds a publisher who bring* out 
his first slim volume of sonnet*. Critics review it widely. 
Hut few copies are sold. The poet bis me. the publisher, 
the publisher blumw the decayed Mail book trade, the 
Mall bookseller blame, th* department store, which mils 
popular novel* at ninety-eight cents and k’ta serious works 
go hang.

He also gel 
something else a* a result of his endravor* to inUrv-t sale* 
men in him-lf and show them that It was a marked advan¬ 
tage U ha** a new hook brought out on such a scale, In a 
shop like his. 

Watson," raid he to the publisher'* rapr.- 
senutlte. " I'm putting n good deal of money and confi¬ 
dence behind this hook, beraura I know my trade wants It. 
But you've got to do something for me. How much are 
your people willing to spend for special newspaper adver¬ 
tising of this book right in my town?"

Tb»e upshot was a tidy little newspaper campaign In 
local papers the Week the book was published It clear'd 
out hia clock. and by the time competitors woke up and 
ordered a dozen copies he was selling another two hundred 
and fifty. 

Practically all hi* buying was don.’ on thi* plan With 
new I looks he pushed a few titles. With ” list" books that 
people buy yrar after yrar, such as dictionaries and cook¬ 
books. he centred stock In departments. One of the moot 
profitable of throe wo* devoted to Bibles and prayer-book*, 
for be made that department a real fixture in the buslnw 
instead of an annex, kept full stocks, and stimulated it 
with timely devotional hooks. During five yrar* this mer¬ 
chant’s judgment has bran so sound that he has raised to 
himself, out in the stockroom, only one solitary "monu¬ 
ment." In bookselling a ” monument" Is a stock of coplt*i 
of some work that was much easier to buy than to sell. 

One of the worst clothing buyers in the United States, it 
i* raid, is the man who raU«ct* stock for a large men's 
clothing store in a manufacturing city. He knows men’s 
clothing from fleece to rag-bag. He has operate*! a sewing- 
machine himralf. bran a ”sweater” and alsj "sweated " 
His present employer took him from the cutting-bench on 
the amumplion that his shrewd knowledge of bow clothes 
wen- made would fit him to be a buyer. 

One of the best clothing buyers in the country is pro¬ 
prietor of a competing establishment in that same lowr 
His idras on the technical making of goods are probably 
hazy. To fool him in fabrics and workmanship would he 
easy enough, hecaura his whole training has been acquired 
in retail store*, selling clothes. 

If thrae is one thing certain in thi- world it is that good 
e*»-ry kind has a definite fascination a 
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power to arouse, on sight and touch, the desire of 
son. Some commoditw* appeal to self—clothe*, foe 
instance. Again, the appeal is to affection for others it 
isn’t diliirult to sell a woolly lamb to the man wheat first 
baby now ray* " Goo." Commodities cover every human 
clow, condition and interest. Well-bought merchandise 
is highly contagious, as any one may realize by walking 
through u big store. 

Now. when the first clothing buyer elects stock he is 
ahaorbed in goods, linings, seams and buttonhole*. He 
knows so much about detail* of workmanship, and so little 
about selling, that he never picture* a suit on a customer. 
And no the establishment he purchases for, while holding 
its great trade among bargain-hunter* and men who buy 
a suit once in two or three years, is practically at a stand¬ 
still in point of growth. He hasn't added a thousand 
dollars in new patronage 

The other buyer, on the contrary, make* purchase* with 
nothing hut this fascination of merchandise in 
lluttonholc* and seums he leave* to manufacturer*. I 
he deals with reputable house*. Every nuit he finger* is 
ordered or rejected on its selling riualitica—as hi* eye take* 
In the whole effect of style and color he mentally sell* that 
nuit to his customers at home, or decide* that it tan l hta 
kind of stock. Thu clothier ta building a fine trade among 
the discriminating people of hta town, and every amsoa hta 
purehasr* are larger.

With a 
foundation like that It only remain, for him to be a shr-wd 
buyer, and he run hold trade, downtown or in a neighbor¬ 
hood, and got more. 

The small merchant is not always a shrewd buyer, how¬ 
ever. Much of his stork ta carried passively. It knot so 
much what people want as what he thinks they ought to 
have. He does not strictly self, hut, rather, lets propb- come 
Into the store and try to make purchases. When he ta 
ag g ress i ve It will often bo in wrong directions. Instead of 
following demand Intelligently and .Picking 
people want, he buy* for the most favorable prices and 
terms, and carries merchandise that flgurra out the brat 
paper profits. This lost trait 1a so ingrained in many small 
merchanta that they provide a unirerml dumping-ground 
for all the old tin cans and drad rats of commerce Again, 
his stock may I* well selected, hut pitched on a level u» 
high or too low for hta community.

The prore-a b thb; If a man want- to borrow money to 
buy a piece of property, or want* to borrow on n piece of 
property that he already owns, he gives a ground rent on 
it to the lender. The ground rent b a document like a 
mortgage, but It differs from the ordinary mortgage In 
that there b no date of maturity. In other words, the 
finder of the money on a ground rent cun keep the loon 
going indefinitely. SomHimes the lender keeps a ground 
rent in force for many y.are and It pawn on to hb heirs, 
for it b a transferable instrument. Thr byman would 
naturally, at thb point, ask th* question: “Can't the 
borrower pay back thr loan?" He can, if the lender b 
dispnwd to wind up the tranaction. Sometimes the 
lender charges the borrower a premium for the privilege of 
paying hack the money. The ground rent in Pennsyl¬ 
vania b essentially a rich man s investment and b only- 
worth while wh*-re a Urge sum of money l- employed. 

The ground re-nt ns employed by the bte Marshall 
Field in Chicago work.sl out about as follows: Mr. Field 
bought a plot of Und in a thriving bwincm district. In¬ 
stead of erecting a building on it himself, he leased it to 
w>m* one ike who paid the ground rent and became the 
builder. The ground rent consisted of a certain rate of 
intmrt on the appraised value of the property. The 
Irawv also paid the tax.* and other fixrsl charges. In 
such transaction- there was always a clause providing for 
a re-valuation of the property at the end of a specified 
time, u-ually twenty-one years. If tli* property had 
increowd in value the lew* paid interest at the new 
valuation The advantage to the owner of the land was 
obvious: it enabled him to draw a good income from hi* 
Und and he had no tax** or other charge* to pay. In 
addition it was improved al some one rise's expense, and 
the Und was increasing in value all the time.

It incorporates imitations of the st> lm of many 
of the writers of verse who were his contemporaries, and 
therein it follows the tradition of the Rejected Address** 
and is remotely kindred with the delicious comicalities of 
Calveriey. Adverting to those squibs, which arc. in fart,

I think I feel more actual poetic "frenzy” now than 
ever before in my life, and I can only attribute It to the 
steady drudgery, for years, which now enables me to move 
freely in all rhythmical shackles, so that the form of poctrv 
b a servant to the mind, not a master, as at first. 

This, with the eoually religious faith that a devotion to 
Art, unshaken by the criticism, the whims or the tastra of 
the day, will surely reward the believer, in the end. is all 
the explanation I can give.

W ITHIN n y<or the Bureau of labor ha. reported 
twenty-five important labor dreidona. under lUtatr 
law, by the higher court. In thirleen rase* the dmsnn 
turned In whole or in part upon the constitutionality of the 
statute. In the other twelve cue*, it i* pretty rale to my. 
the constitutionality of the ntnliite had already been 
pa-red upon. These thirteen statute. were upon *uch 
subject* as employer.' lialiilltv for injuries. age limit for 
children In factorie*. monthly payment of wage*, right to 
organise, hours of labor for women and for trainmen, 
payment of wage* in scrip. 

Sometime* the »tatuu> wa. upheld: aometlm-* over¬ 
thrown. A lower court said that a law licensing lorbers 
wa. unconstitutional; a higher court that it wa» noL An 
Oregon statute limiting hour* of labor for women wa* su*- 
tained; a New York statute limiting hours of Ubor for 
women wa* hrfd void. A majority of the United State* 
Supreme Court thought the employer-' liability law 
ufTeeting railroad* unconstitutional a minority of the 
rami- court thought it constitutional

post year «hippeni paid the railroad* a .mall fraction 
over a dollar That «n* the average charge, and th* 
average haul was a little under one hundred and thirty- 
two mil™. 

The average coat of hauling a ton of good* over thr 
at recta of New York, from the dock to the consignee, a 
estimated at eighty cent*, or marly the average price of 
the rail haul. Much of th* freight for the metropolis is 
tow.-d In. I>raying. towing, lighterage and expenses of 
handling on the water-front make a total coat in moving a 
ton of good* from the railroad terminal to th* consign** of 
about two dotlura and a quarter, or more than double th* 
price of the rail haul proper That this cowl can be mate- 
cally reduced is the opinion of nn* capable transporta¬ 
tion men As New York contains nearly five per cent, of 
the population of the country and does about ten per cent, 
of the manufacturing, a needlessly expensive method of 
handling freight there is an item of considerable impor¬ 
tance.

The Seed and the Soil 

B EFORE entering the Nebraska School 
of Agriculture I worked on my farm 
with my father. Our yield* were fully 
up to the average of farmers in our. 
munity. but I was not satisfied with 
Many time* we would come face to face 
with problems that were too much for us. 
and the realization of thb fart Ird me to 
take a achmtific agricultural training. 

After returning to the farm it was not 
thought advisable to purchase any great 
amount of additional machinery, but work 
wa* carried on with what we had on hand. 
Our equipment of farm tools was about 
what you might find on any average 
Western farm. 

We had on one part of our farm a field 
containing thirty-three acres quite rolling, 
and the soil mixed with clay. The neigh¬ 
bor* considered it one of the poorest field* 
in our locality. However, there wa* good 
foundation *oi|. At the opening of thb 
ytnr’s operation* my first y.ar out of 
school I a»k..l a neighbor what he would 
consider a good yield of corn from that 
field. He an.wcrvd I rould not get from it 
a* large a crop n» any of my neighbor* from 
their fields of the ram* acreuge. Here, 
however, are the result* of that let of the 
Held undtv nejentific principle, of farming 
It yielded me sixty-one bushel* and a half 
to the acre. The field of a neighbor, much 
bribe in soil, yielded him forty bushel, to 
the acre, and another neighbor secured 
from a field from equally good soil thirty- 
five bushels an acre. My surma was a 
revelation to the neighborhood, and the 
farmer* admitted It. 

Now what wa* the runs* of this grmtrt 
yield? Two things: arlrnllfic s.s-1 - Ue- 
llon and scientific cultivation. I chose my 
seed with the greatest cure and In accord- 
mice with the teaching* I hail rrcelvrd at 
the university. The soil was thoroughly 
cultivated and handled according to the 
princlplaa I hail been taught in school 
The ams yivr I hud an equally sinking 
demonstration of what rould be done 
under right cultivation of thr »h«al crop. 
I secured a yield of forty-four bushel* and 
three-quarter* on n field of twenty-one 
acres. Thb wa* six to ten bushel, better 
an acre than the yield *<rurcd by neighbors 
who had fields equally cikmI or better. 
Now let me give the remit* obtained the 
following year from the field of twenty 
acres which had been yielding about forty 
bushel* to the acre, or about the mm* as 
the field arrowi Hie road. both hong alike .n 
soil and In previous cultivation and both 
having tie. n cultivated by two of the best 
•‘practical" farmer* In the community. 
My field had been in my hands for two 
years, and the crop of com it produced b 
the result of two years of scientific farm¬ 
ing put into practice. It yielded me an 
average of seventy-eight bushels and a half 
of corn to the acre. That of my neighbor, 
who wa* held to be the "crack farmer" of 
the community, brought him forty bushcb 
to the acre, thus giving an advantage of 
thirty-eight bushefc and a half of com to 
the acre, a direct result of two years* culti¬ 
vation under scientific principle* How b 
thb accomplished 1 By difference In rota¬ 
tion for the two years previous and planting 
the crop; by the difference in preparation 
of the soil and in cultivating the crop: 
and last, but by no mean* least, the 
difference in the selection of seed. 

All these crops, with the exception of the 
wheat, were fed on the farm.and the manure 
returned to the soil. By careful feeding we 
netted fifty cent* for our com. while at the 
same time the other farmers were selling 
corn to the elevators for thirty cents, and 
still others, through poor management in 
feeding their com, actually got out of it a 
«mall»r return than thb. Some selected 
animals poor in type and quality for feed¬ 
ing and violated every known principle of 
feeding, thereby increasing the cost of the 

S ins in weight on their animals from 
enty-five per cent, to fifty per cent.

Thi* fall the Exchange saved its mem¬ 
ber* threw hundred thousand dollar* per 
annum by superseding the combine of 
lumber firms which formerly supplied the 
growers with six million boxes every season. 
When the combine proceeded to levy addi¬ 
tional tribute, to the extent of a flvr-crnt 
advance in the price of a box. the Exchange 
rebelled. The grower* land themselves a 
cent on each box handkd through the 
Exchange, and with the permit-* thu- gath¬ 
ered they built a factory to furnish boxiv 


of the I alifornia orange gn-wtrs. the peas¬ 
ant of Sicily Hill cling* doggedly to the 
market America offer* for h«* surplus 
lemon*. The b«*t portion of the Sicilian 
lemon crop i* disposed of in Europe; thr 


balance. varying in amount between two 
and a half and four and a hulf million hoxc*. 
is unkiuded regularly upon the United 
States. Because of thi* dumping proerro 
the raising of lemon* in California mill ia a 
lottsry. since the arrival of cargo after 
cargo of foreign fruit, in yrwrs when the 
Sicilian crop ta large, invariably smash.- 
the market. Until a few year* ago the 
California grower* were drawing m many 
blank* that many of them, di»h«»rt.iird. 
budded their lemon tree* Into orange* 
Only the occa*lonnl distribution of large 
lirixsw prevented the collapse of the lemon 
industry on the Pacific C.«*t. 

During this irerlod one of the lemon 
grower* roaolvcd to sell out when the lemon 
price dropped to thirty-five cents perl box 
lie rxeived eight hundred dollars per aero 
for his thlrty-ucro grove, two hundred dol¬ 
lars less than the current price far similar 
pro pert lew. and considered himself lucky 
for getting that amount. Three month, 
after the tale lemons had risen from thirty- 
five renta to ten and eleven dollars per 
box, on account of frost In Sicily, and the 
purchaser of the thirty acres sold his crop 
for twenty-seven thousand dollar*, rroeiv- 
ing bark, within ninety days, hi* invest¬ 
ment of twenty-four thou wind dollar* and 
u bonus of one hundred dollar, per acre 
Condition* have improved in the last thue 
or four year*, but a* late as IlKUi the Umon 
price in New Orleans wared to nine and 
ten dollars per box when, during a pro-

Any gentlemanly 
nlaInman and patriot who ran slide a proposition 
past Burton without taking off the wrappings, removing 
the box, and rxpcoing the contents to the full glare of the 
nrsinday sun is entitled to all he gets, and more 

You see, Mr. Burton t» the chairman of the Committee 
on Riven and Harbors in the House of Rc-pmntatitre. 
He is the pedler of the pork He is the promulgate* of 
the perks He makes up that lovely, lovely bill which, now 
and then, when the need is pnsomg and the boys must 
have something for their districts to come hack on or not 
come back, distributes a few millions, anywhere from 
twenty to a hundrrd. around among the navigable water* 
of the United States for such enduring monuments to the 
generosity of Uncle Sam as hrrakwatrrs, dredged channels, 
harbor improvements, and all that sort of thing 

When, runs the House conundrum, la a river navigable* 
And the answer is: When it is in a clow district. But 
that is the theoretical, the majority answer.

Moreover, it i» the rule to permit cuntomcra up-country 
to skip the first pay-day and settle on the nrcond. And 
here i* the odd way in which the w-hemc work, out: If the 
good* have been delivered twenty-four hour, before any¬ 
one of the three date* fixed for collection, the shipper ha* 
only to whistle for hi* money for four month* plus one day. 
But. on the other hand, if he delivered his rtulT twenty-four 
hour, after any onp of thrsp triennial events, he will have 
to powwm his soul in patience and entertain himself wiih 
hi* own music for eight month, lew one day.

There is absolutely no adequate ground for the tone 
of lamentation and the Caraandra-likr prophecy which 
pervade* all popular, and a considerable part of medical, 
discussion of the race uspccts of the cancer problem. The 
reasoning of most of these Jeremiah* is somethin* on this 
wise; That, inasmuch a* the death, from cancer havr 
apparently nearly trebled in proportion to the population 
wihin the last thirty year*, it only needs a piece of paper 
and a pencil to fc* able to figure out w ith absolute crrtaintr 
t hat in a certain number of decades, at this geometric ratio, 
there will be more deaths from cancer than there are 
human beings living.

perforate a blood-vessel and cause death by hemorrhage 
The cancer is breaking down In IU centre, while It con¬ 
tinues to grow ami sprawl at it. edge Truly a "magnif¬ 
icent scheme of decay." 

Tber comes the lost and strange*t act of this weird 
tragedy In the courts' of the rvsistlem onward march of 
tbe— rebel cell-columns some of their skinnishera push 
through the wall of a lymph channel, or even, by some rare 
chain*. a vein, and are .wept away by the stream. Surely 
now thr regular leucocyte cavalry have them st their 
mercy, and ran cut them down at leisure. We litth 
imdiir the fiendish resourcefulnera of the cancer cell. Ons 
such adrift in the body is like a ferret in a rabbit wanvn. 
no othec cell ran face it for an instant. It simply float, 
unmolested along the lymph channels until ita progm* it 
arrested in some way. when it promptly rattle* down 
w ha-raver it may happen to have landed, begins to multiply 
and push out columns In every direction, Into and at th. 
expense «d the surrounding tissues, and lie bold, a new 
cancer, or ‘ secondary nodule." ia lorn (mriaiWns). 

In fact, it ia a genuine "animal spore," or arad cell, 
capable of taking root and reproducing it* kind in any 
favorable soil And. unfortunately, almost every Inch ol 
a cancer patient's body srems to be such. It Is merely n 
question of where the spore cell* happen to drift and lodge. 
The lymph node* or "settling basins" of the drainage son 
of the primary cancer are the first to become infected, 
probably in an attempt to check the invaders; but the 
•pore* soon force their way post them toward the mitral 
citadel, nf the body. and. one after another, the great, vital 
organs the liver, the lungs, the spleen, thr brain are 
riddled by the deadly columns and choked by decaying 
maMo* of new cells, until the functions of one of them ara 
to seriously interfered with that death result*. 

The Difference Between Cancer and Infection 

fABVIOUSLY. this la a totally different process, not merely 
in degree, but in kind, from anything that takes place 
as a result of the invasion of the body by an infectious germ 
or parasite of any mrt. There is a certain delusive simi¬ 
larity between the cancer prorom and an infection. But 
the more closely and carefully this similarity is examined 
the more mperfirial and unreal does It become. The invad¬ 
ing grnn may multiply chiefly at one point or focus, like 
cancer, and from this spread throughout thr body and 
form ww foci, and may even produce wurmi of 
of cell* resembling tumors, as, for instance, in tuberculwsi 
and syphilis. But here the analogy ends. 

The great fundamental difference between cancer and 
any infection lies in the fact that, in an infection, the 
inflammation, and poisoning, and local swellings are due 
mlcfv and invariably to the presence and multiplication 
of the invading perms, which may be recovered in millions 
from every organ and region affected, while swellings ur 
new niw— produced are merely the outpouring of the 
body cells in an attempt to attack and overwhelm tbi» 
invaders. In cancer, on the contrary, the destroying 
organism u* a group of js-rverted body cell*. The invoke* 
of other parts of the body is carried out by transferatuv 
of their bastard and abortive offspring. Most significant 
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of >11. the new growth* and swelling* that are formed in 
other parts of the body are composed not of the outpour¬ 
ing* of the local tiaauro. but Of Mr dfrttnHanU of U« 
pintU rrllf. This is one of the moat singular and incredible 
thing* about the cancer proem: that a cancer starting, 
my, in the pancreas, and spreading to the bnun, will there 
pile up a mass—not of brain cell*, or even of connective 
time cells—but of gland cells, resembling crudely the 
organ in which it was born. So far will this resemblance 
go (hat a secondary cancer of the pancreas found in the 
lung will yield on analysis large amounts of trypsin, the 
digestive ferment of the pancreas Similarly, a cancer of 
(br rectum, invading the liver, will there pile up in the 
midst of the liver tiaue abortive attempts at building up 
glands of intestinal mucous membrane. 

This fundamental and vital difference between the two 
procenen Is further illustrated by this fact: While an 
ordinary infection may be transferred from one individual 
to another, not merely of the same species, but of half a 
dozen different species, with perfect certainty, and (dr any 
number of gucoomiv* generations, no cose of cancer has 

3 * yet been known to ha transferred from one human 
ig to another. In other words, the cancer cell appear* 
utterly unable to live in any other body except the one la 
which it originated. 

So confident have surgeons and pathologists become of 
this that a si-ore of instance* are on record where physi¬ 
cian* uml pathologists, among them the (amoua surgeon- 
puthologist, S*-nn, of Chicago, only a tew year* ago. have 
voluntarily ingrafted portions of cancerous tissue from 
patients into their own arms, with abnolutely no resulting 
growth. In fuel, the cancer cell behave* like every other 


cell of the normal body, in that, though poetiona of it can 
be grafted into appropriate plans in the bod** of other 
human tangsand bv» for a period of day's, or even months, 
they ultimately or* completely absorbed and disappear.

attendant. So that the cancer problem, like tbe Kingdom 
of Heaven, is within us. 

This conclusion is further supported by tbe disappoint¬ 
ing result of the magnificent crusade of research for the 
discovery of the cancer “parasite.” whether vegetable 
or animal, which has been pursued with a splendid enthu¬ 
siasm. industry and ability by tbe l**t blood anil brains 
of the pathological world for twenty years past. I say 
dinppoteting. because a positive result thr discovery and 
identification of a parasite which cause*cancer—would be 
one of the greabwt boons that could be granted to human¬ 
ity not so much on account of the actual lisa of life pro¬ 
duced by the disease as for the agonies of apprehension 
engendered by the fact of the absolute reraoraclaasnsa* and 
blindness with which it may strike and our comparative 
powrrleatfire* to cure. So far the results have been dlo- 
trwwngly uniform and bopelnaly negative. 

Score*, ytw. hundreds, of different organisms have been 
discovered in and about cancerous growths, and an¬ 
nounced by the proud discoverer as the cause of cancer.

Sharks and Outlaws 

T HAT loan .hark, make no money la the opinion of a 
gentleman who -to put it delicately—has had rather 
exceptional opportunities for finding out. 

Said he: " Because they charge five to ten per cent, a 
month interest, frequently ruin their patrons, and pursue 
their calling in the face of obloquy, many people have a 
notion that the bustncaa Is vastly profitable. But it isn’t. 
I don't know a loan shark in this town (a very large town, 
too] who quit very much ahrad. The biggest and appar¬ 
ently the most successful one accumulated an imposing 
surplus on paper; but when he nmr to realize on it. the 
paper was mostly junk All that he really took out of the 
business whs painful experience and an accumulation of 
tears and curses. The .hark s profit is usur 
Ire table at law; when he prewes for payment hi* victim 
pleads usury The more the ‘hark gets stuck, the gladder, 
naturally, everybody is. It’s just like every other illegal 
game -may look good on paper, but you simply can’t 
cash in.” 

As Illustrating this point, he cited the case of a man. 
then attracting much public notice, who for many year- 
had systematically uttered forged paper to an aggregate 
of two million dollars, and had no money left when detec¬ 
tion came. The illicit enterprise, as usual, had devoured 
its own spoils: he couldn't cash in. 

We may add. incidentally, that our usury law* are about 
the sole survival of sixteenth-century attempts to fix the 
priccu of commodities by statute. A statute which 


it illegal to charge a profitable rate of interest on loans to

The railroad hold¬ 
ings. naturally, are mainly of stock, for bonds carry no 
voting powre. Of a total of eight and three-quarter 
bill ions of slock the roads themselve* own four billion*, 
leaving in the bands of the public "-that is,of mdividu .1 
investors my, four and three-quarter billions. The 
latter figure repre-ctita "the public's" theoretic voting 
power, but it* actual voting power is far smaller. In 
many cow- a road holds just enough of the stock of 
anotlier road to give it control.

The Business of the Senator 

W E ARK little impremrd with the argument that the 
Empire Slate ought to have an aide reprraentati vi¬ 
ta the Senate.

In the public schools, taking the country over, there am 
nearly three times as many pupib to a teacher as in the 
colhp*. But that explain* little. College instruction 
also achirvra a high inefficiency. There ta the elastic 
story of the German who heard university undergraduate* 
give an act of Fauat in the original, and innocently 
inquired what Greek drama they arm pnwrnting. 

The public-rthool system ta faulty in that it « buih too 
much to feed a faulty collrge system.

In a few weeks work will be commenced on the magnificent Colonial 
structure which is to be the future home of THE SATURDAY EVENING POST

Labor-Costs Falling as Wages Rise 

PROM 1900 to 1905 wages, generally speaking, rose. The census 
A report on all factory industries of the United Sutra shows that 
(otal wages paid increased 29.9 percent.; but the valur of the product 
increased 29.7 per cent. Although the average wage, of each industrial 
•rapJoyeo was about four dolbre a month higher in 1905 than in 1900, 
Hie labor-cost to the manufacturer waa practically the mine. I mar 
mention, incidentally, that in the Utter year of good time, and 
relatively high wages, the average wage of each of the 3.170.321 
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The inventive genius, not of one man. but of scores—eome 
of them mere workmen — operated upon it- Improvements 
were continually introduced. Year by year its efficiency 
increased. The output of this one furnace rose from 21.000 
tons in 1873 to 113,000 tons in 1897-the year in which 
Congrtw put a duty of four dollars a ton on ptg iron to 
protect American workmen whose output per man was the 
wonder of the foreign steel world. 

Perhaps you never heard of William R. Jones. A. L. 
Hollry, Julian Kennedy, or of any other among the men 
whose name* would half fill this column, whose brains 
devised and whom- hands shaped the numberie* im¬ 
provements in steel-making that have put the United 
State* far ahead of the rest of the world in that industry. 
You have, of course, heard of Mr Carnegie, who bagged so 
much of the profits. Nearly all of these men. to whom 
our supremacy in steel is really due, came up from the 
ranks. It was the suggestion of a German workman, 
imported to help break a strike, that evolved into the 
modern slabbing mill which turns out a thousand tons a 
day. "This little idea of the German workman." says Mr. 
Bridge, historian of the Carnegie Steel Company, "has 
been worth millions of dollars to the firm that imported 
him to take the place of a striker." In only two yearn, by 
various invention* and improvements, the output of a 
Bessemer unit (two converters) was raised from fifteen 
hundred to right thoumnd tons a month. Five years later 
it* output was fourteen thousand tons a month. 

Gutas what that meant in the matter of reducing labor- 
eost. One of Jones' Ideas reduced the number of men 
required to operate a train of rolls from fifteen to firs and 
doubled the output. Agum. by putting in two h.nt pi.es* 
of old rail so as to throw a bloom, at a certain stage, upon 
a moving bed. he saved the labor of a door* men. When 
the new Duquesne fumuoa were put in blast In IH1MMI7 
the improvement* embodied in them reduced the labor- 
coot by fiO per cent. Mr. Bridge’* tables show that 
between January, 1876. and the close of I87l> the cost of 
producing a ton of rail* at the Carnegie mills dropped 
from |63 18 to 136.84 Twenty years later it was down 
lo 812 . 

This shop-cost, of course, is the only thing that concern, 
labor. After the product is finished labor can grt no more 
out of It. And while the manufacturing cost, including 
I he labor-cost, was thus rapidly declining, the manufacturer 
insisted that he must have a high duty to protect hi* 
workmen.
